WASHINGTON 
lAPt - Ap- 
proval by the House Judiciary 
Committee of a right-to-vote bill 
that includes a total ban on poll 
taxes as a voting requirement in 
any election cheered congres-1 
sional liberals today. 
The committee acted Wednes­ 
day after rejecting, 19 to 13, an 
attempt to substitute the admin- * 
istration’s compromise poll-tax > 
approach accepted Tuesday by 
the Senate. 
Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 
77. the committee chairman, led 
the fight against the administra­ 
tion 
amendment 
and 
carried 
most Northern Democrats with 
him. 
Celler said the committee’* 
voice-vote approval of the bill I 
was overwhelming. He called it' 
a good bill and predicted ac- i 
ceptance by the House. 
As finally approved, the com-1 
mittee voted to recommend pas­ 
sage 
of 
administration provi­ 
sions to suspend literacy tests 
and authorize federal voter reg­ 
istration in much of the South. 
“ 1 think a' bill of this charac­ 
ter is epoch making." Celler 
said, “i t ’s a tough bill." 
In the Senate, a new and un- 
succes.sful effort to limit debate 
caused concern and drew- a 
tongue-in-cheek prediction from 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirk.sen. 
Mindful that fi7 amendments 
remain to be considered by the 
word-weary 
senators. 
Dirksen 
ventured that before the meas­ 
ure is finally acted upon: “ We 
will commune with the Hallow­ 
een witches, eat our Thanks­ 
giving 
turkey and 
trim our 
Christmas trees here." 
The Senate refused Tuesday, 
by a four-vote margin, to accept 
an outright ban on poll taxes. 
Four states - Texas. Virginia. 
Mississippi and Alabama — re­ 
quire their voters to pay the 
taxes in state and local elec­ 
tions. The federal poll tax was 
outlawed by the 24th Amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. 
The Senate-approved adminis­ 
tration compromise would en­ 
able the attorney general to go 
into federal court with a finding 
by Congress that there is evi­ 
dence that the poll tax has been 
used to discriminate. 
Wednesday, the Senate turned 
down an amendment by Sen 
Sam J. Ervin .Ir,, D-N.C.. to let 
federal courts in the South rule 
on .state efforts to e.scape tlie 
terms of the voting-rights bill.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Civil 
War made the 
United 
States rights conscious and in 
me years following Congress 
has burst forth with a flurry of 
civil rights legislation. 
One of the laws passed in the 
Reconstruction Days made it a 
crime for two or more people to 
conspire to deprive anyone ot 
his constitutional rights. A sec­ 
ond and companion statute pro­ 
hibited such action “under color 
of any law.” 
Now. almost a century later, 
they are the k ey weapons in the 
administration’s 
program 
to 
protect Negroes’ civil rights in 
the South. 
The weapon has been blunted 
by federal judges who think the 
laws are stretched out of shape 
when they are used in racist 
murder cases. 
But until Congress provides 
more 
appropriate 
legislation, 
the Justice Department has to j 
depend on them to see that at j 
least some punishment is meted i 
out in civil rights crimes. 
Murder is a state crime un­ 
less it is committed on federal 
property. But Southern juries 
rarely 
have 
convicted 
white 
men in the slaying of a Negro.
